I have mil about from 
store to store until 1 have received orders 
for one thousand pieces of Brussels car- 
peting; you are the last person I have 
called upon. I am constantly on mi 
feet — I dine when I am at leisure at any 
eating house that is nigh, and I pay for! 
my lodging at night — so ! have really no 
settled habitation. I mus: return in the 
Great Western to-morrow, as I shall 
have been absent from home when I get 
back full forty days — you are Ihe last I 
have to call upon, and any orders you 
may please to give me, can be executed 
and sent to you complete in six weeks 
from this time per steam ship.” Com- 
mentary is useless — this travelling agent 
in 24 days from the time he lefi home, 
received orders for §100,000 of carpet- 
iog. 

Providential, Escape. — We last week 
alluded to Ihe raging of fire in ihe woods 
in thisj vicinity .

France and Mexico. — The New Or- 
leans Bee of Saturday contains the fol- 
lowing letter from Vera Cruz, received 
on the preceding day by a Commercial 
House in New Orleans by the way of 
(lavanna. It leaves no doubt that the 
end of tho French and Mexican drama 
is at hand. — Louis. Jour. 

Vera Cruz, 27lh Aug. 
We are unable to tell how the present 
crisis will end. Different rumors are 
constantly circulating respecting the 
state ot affairs. We think, however, that 
the arrival of the expected reinforce- 
ments will soon resolve the question. — 
Preparations are making in this city. 
Parapets have been erected on the prin- 
ipal edifices and houses in the vicinity 
of the harbor The troops which had 
been stationed on the route between 
Jalapa and Vera Cruz have been ordered 
to repair to this city. There are almost 
daily departures: nenrly all the princi- 
pal families havo left the city and the 
ihe middle classes are following their ex 
ample. They are beginning to talk 
about sending us (the French) into the 
nterior. The commandant, we are 
informed, has received orders to this 
effect, and will doubtless execute them 
at the first appearance of the new rein- 
forcements. 

Seveial more brigs of war have ar- 
rived. A frigate, the Astrea, from 
Martinique, returned thither some days 
ago. 

The naval reinforcements are expected 
towasds the end of September. 

The adminis. ration and the congress 
ascribe to each other the fault of bring- 
ing on the present state of affairs In 
the meantime, the newspapers continue 
their ungenerous articles against the 
F rcnch. 

All the archives arid the plate of the 
churches have been sent to Jalapa. 



General A., in a letter to tho Govern- 
or of Arkansas, dated Fort Gibson, Sep. 
5, says: “Intelligence was received last 
night from Fort Jessup, which proves be- 
yond a doubt that war has cerluinlv com- 
menced.” A leter from a Mr. Green 
dated about the 21st of August, at Lima, 
25 miles east of the Tausse Washita, 
soys, “we havo direct information that 
Capt. Farmer and thirty of Ins men have 
been killed on the Sabine, by tho Indians, 
within the last three days. Blundloss’, 
Lewis’, and several other plantations, 
have been sacked, and their places sur- 
rounded, since Saturday, by hostile In- 
dians. The road is completely lined 
with wagons for the lower prairies.” 
Gen. A rbuckle has communicated all 
tho facts of the casp to the Governor of 
Arkansas with orders to the commandant 
at Little Rock to furnish such ordinance 
as the Governoi may require for the 
militia in the event of further hostili- 
ties — Louis. Jour.

In reference to this important transac- 
tion the Courier says: — Balt. Amer. 

‘Most sincerely do we congratulate the 
State of Mississippi upon this timely and 
advantageous negocialion. Nothing in 
the range of probability could have been 
done so signally beneficial to the citi- 
zens of our Slate, particularly those of 
the interior, as this arrangement. It 
will enable the Union Bank forthwith to 
commence discounting, which she will 
no doubt do, as we understand is the in- 
tention, at the rate of about a million 
and a half a month, until she will have 
loaned to our citizens about seven and a 
half millions. This will afford great re- 
lief to those who are compelled to pay 
money to the Marshal and Sheriffs at the 
fall terms of the courts; and thus save 
immense amounts of property from sa- 
crifice under the hammer — it will imme- 
diately revive our currency and resusci- 
tate the depressed condition of all the 
monetary affairs of jhe State; whereas, 
if the negociation had not been made 
with Mr. Biddle, it could not have been 
made on this side Ihe Atlantic. And 
even if the commissioners had been suc- 
cessful in Europe, the relief would have 
come too late for all those who need 
assistance this fall.
